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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Kempston  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the  health,  vital  statistics 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district  for  the  year  1958. 

There  have  been  no  exceptional  incidents  during  the  year  which  have  affected 
the  health  of  the  district.  The  birth  rate  remains  high  and  the  death  rate  low;  infant 
mortality  is  very  low  this  year  although  the  still  birth  rate  is  a little  above  average. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  expectation  of  life  for  males  is  now  69  years 
and  for  females  74  years. 

Plans  are  now  being  prepared  for  the  improvement  of  the  sewage  disposal  works, 
the  present  works  having  been  overloaded  for  some  time  thus  giving  cause  for  some 
anxiety. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mr.  P.  E. 
Whitton  as  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  and  Assistant  Building  Surveyor, 
replacing  Mr.  B.  L.  Crisp  who  resigned  to  take  up  an  appointment  elsewhere. 

In  conclusion  I would  hke  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  and  Council 
staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

2.  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  majority  of  employed  people  work  in  Bedford,  or  at  Brickworks  south  of 
Kempston.  A considerable  number  of  men  and  girls  are  employed  in  engineering 
works  in  Bedford. 

Apart  from  electric  lamp  works,  the  remainder  in  Kempston  are  small  concerns 
comprising  a shoe  factory,  leather  works,  iron  foundry,  pattern  makers,  engineering 
works,  crayon  works,  cardboard  box  factory,  tin  works  and  metal  hose  works. 

Full  employment  has  been  enjoyed  during  the  year.  The  main  social  problem 
is  still  the  shortage  of  houses,  although  the  waiting  list  for  the  tenancy  of  Council 
houses  has  been  drastically  reduced  as  many  people  have  not  re-registered  in  view  of 
the  high  rents  which  are  expected  to  be  charged  for  houses  built  without  subsidy.

The  Service  provided  by  the  Bedfordshire  County  Council  has  satisfactorily  met 
the  needs  of  the  area.  It  covers  the  full  twenty-four  hours,  and  is  free  of  charge. 

In  addition  to  moving  emergency  cases,  ambulance  or  sitting  case  car  transport  is 
available  for  carrying  patients  unable  to  travel  by  other  means  to  and  from  Hospitals 
and  CUnics,  when  attendance  is  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  medical  treat- 
ment. 

Except  in  the  case  of  an  emergency,  the  request  for  an  ambulance  must  be  made 
by  a Medical  Practitioner  or  other  authorised  person.  This  should  be  to  the  nearest 
depot.

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5.  SCHOOLS 


HYGIENE  OF  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS 
The  following  schools  are  situated  in  the  district — 

KEMPSTON  COUNTY  SECONDARY  SCHOOL 

476  pupils  were  in  attendance  at  school  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  school  is  some- 
what overcrowded  with  consequent  deficiency  in  sanitary  offices.  A new  school  is 
being  built. 

BEDFORD  ROAD  COUNTY  PRIMARY  (JUNIOR)  SCHOOL 

166  pupils  attended  the  school  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  school  is  also  over- 
crowded, with  consequent  deficiency  in  sanitary  provision.  Some  of  the  pupils  are 
accommodated  in  the  nearby  Methodist  Church  Hall.  The  new  Secondary  Modem 
School  will  relieve  the  overcrowding  here  as  the  buildings  are  shared. 

UP  END  COUNTY  PRIMARY  (INFANTS)  SCHOOL 

The  number  of  pupils  on  roll  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  285. 

Conditions  are  satisfactory. 

BALLIOL  COUNTY  PRIMARY  SCHOOL 

This  is  a modern  building  and  conditions  are  satisfactory.  The  number  of  pupils 
on  roll  was  328. 

SCHOOL  MEALS 

There  is  a school  canteen  at  Bedford  Road  and  meals  are  provided  at  all  schools. 
Conditions  are  satisfactory. 


6.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

(a)  WATER  SUPPLY 

Two  outlying  dwellings  were  connected  to  the  mains  during  the  year  and  now  all 
premises  within  the  District  have  a piped  water  supply. 

The  water  supply  which  is  bought  in  bulk  from  the  Biggleswade  Water  Board  and 
Bedford  Borough,  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and  quality. 

Discussions  which  have  taken  place  between  Representatives  of  Kempston  Urban 
District  Council,  Bedford  Corporation  and  Bedford  Rural  District  Council  have 
resulted  in  a resolution  to  set  up  a Joint  Water  Board  for  the  three  Authorities  and 
supply  the  areas  concerned  with  water  from  the  Corporation’s  supply  extracted  from 
the  River  Great  Ouse.

During  the  year,  nineteen  defective  services  to  dwellinghouses  were  renewed,  and 
eight  fractures  of  supply  mains  dealt  with.  The  Council  continued  its  policy  of 
rewashering  leaking  taps  free  of  charge,  and  59  received  attention.  The  high  level 
balancing  tanks  at  Farrer  Street  were  overhauled  and  repainted.  130  yards  of  3 in. 
main  using  the  new  Tyton  fiexible  joint  cast  iron  pipes,  were  laid  to  serve  housing 
development  in  progress. 


(b)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE

Analysis  of  the  effluent,  and  of  the  stream  water  above  and  below  the  Outfall 
taken  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  indicated  that  it  failed  to  reach  the  standard  required, 
and  following  representations  from  the  Great  Ouse  River  Board,  the  Council  instructed 
its  Consultant  Engineers  to  submit  a comprehensive  Report  on — 

(a)  the  existing  works  and  the  cost  of  their  improvement  and  modernisation, 
and 

(b)  the  possibility  of  draining  sewage — either  by  gravitation  or  by  pumping 
— into  the  sewers  of  Bedford  Corporation,  and  the  cost  which  would  be 
involved  both  capital  (if  any)  and  annual  running  costs;  thus  enabUng 
the  relative  expenditures  to  be  compared. 
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The  Consultants’  Report  was  received  and  considered  by  the  Council  in  April  of 
the  year  under  review,  and  following  suggestions  made  certain  re-arrangement  of  the 
flows  through  the  settling  tanks  and  more  frequent  emptying  of  all  tanks  at  the  works 
were  carried  out,  together  with  the  installation  of  valves  and  floating  arm  control 
apparatus  on  the  storm  tanks.  Subsequent  samples  of  the  effluent,  whilst  indicating 
some  improvement,  however  still  did  not  satisfy  the  River  Board,  and  in  consequence 
of  their  further  representations,  it  was  decided  to  instruct  the  Consultants  to  proceed 
with  the  preparation  of  their  suggested  Scheme  B,  which  provides  for  the  pumping 
into  the  Bedford  system  the  flow  from  the  College  Street  Pumping  Station  and  the 
carrying  out  of  certain  modifications  and  improvements  at  the  Sewage  Works  for 
submission  to  the  Minister  for  approval.  The  estimated  cost  of  this  scheme  is  £24,232, 
and  the  annual  running  costs  £7,088. 

(c)  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

No  complaints  have  been  received  of  river  or  stream  pollution  during  the  year, 
and  no  action  has  been  necessary. 


(d)  LITTER  ACT,  1958 

This  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  the  7th  August,  was  welcomed  by  the  Council 
who  provided  litter  bins  at  bus  stops  throughout  the  District,  as  well  as  increasing 
the  numbers  available  in  the  Park  and  other  public  places.  It  would  appear  that  these 
facilities  in  addition  to  the  widespread  publicity  given  to  the  matter  has  resulted  in  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  area.  The  Council  also  arranged  to  supply  littler  baskets 
to  shopkeepers  desiring  them. 

(e)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A regular  weekly  collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  has  been  maintained 
during  the  year  throughout  the  District.  A 16/18  cubic  yard  fore  and  aft  tipper  being 
used  entirely  for  domestic  premises,  whilst  a 10/12  cubic  yard  side  loading  vehicle 
has  been  operated  to  deal  mainly  with  trade  refuse  for  which  service  a charge  of  Is.  Od. 
per  bin  or  bin  equivalent  collected  is  made.  The  established  practice  of  calling  at 
premises  at  a regular  time  on  a definite  day  each  week  is  much  appreciated  by  residents. 

In  March,  the  tip  at  Willington  which,  by  agreement  with  Bedford  Quarries  Ltd. 
had  been  used  for  many  years  became  no  longer  available,  and  after  negotiation, 
arrangements  were  made  with  Bedford  Corporation  to  use  their  tip  at  Barkers  Lane, 
at  a charge  of  10s.  Od.  per  load  tipped. 

In  June,  a Powerpress  attachment  was  fitted  to  the  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper,  which 
resulted  in  a saving  of  one  load  in  three  to  the  tip. 

During  the  year  it  was  decioed  to  dispose  of  the  Morrison  Electricar  vehicle 
which  had  been  in  constant  daily  use  since  November,  1945,  and  required  very  exten- 
sive repairs,  and  this  was  replaced  by  a Ford  Thames  petrol  truck  having  a specially 
designed  builders  type  body. 

During  the  year,  3,579  tons  of  house  and  trade  refuse  was  collected  and  disposed 
of. 
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Agreement  was  reached  with  a firm  at  Cambridge  to  purchase  paper  salvage,  and 
32  tons  was  disposed  of,  the  revenue  amounting  to  £129. 

Revenue  from  sale  of  scrap  iron,  etc.  amounted  to  £73  15s.  8d. 

A speciaUst  firm  employing  mechanical  equipment  for  the  emptying  and  cleansing 
of  all  road  gulleys  once  every  quarter  has  been  engaged.  The  cost  of  Is.  8d.  per  gulley 
for  emptying  represents  a considerable  saving  over  the  cost  of  the  work  previously 
carried  out  by  direct  labour.

(g)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES 

No  action  with  regard  to  shops  and  offices  was  found  necessary,  except  in  the 
case  of  food  shops  which  are  reported  separately. 

(h)  CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

After  considerable  discussion,  the  Council  decided  not  to  adopt  the  Model 
Building  Byelaw,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  facilitate  smoke  abatement  by  securing 
that  domestic  appliances  in  buildings  erected  in  the  future  should  be  of  the  types  which 
are  capable  of  being  operated  without  smoke. 
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(i)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  no  privately  owned  or  other  swimming  baths  open  to  the  public  in  the 
District. 

During  the  summer  period  considerable  use  is  made  of  a natural  bathing  pool  and 
sandpit  situated  on  the  northern  boundary  of  the  district,  by  persons  patronising  the 
Honey  Hill  Lido.  As  the  greater  part  of  the  premises  come  within  the  Borough  of 
Bedford,  supervision  is  carried  out  by  officials  of  the  Bedford  Corporation  Public 
Health  Department. 

(j)  PETROLEUM  REGULATIONS 

The  total  number  of  licences  in  force  was  30  in  respect  of  petrol  installations  and  1 
carbide. 


(k)  RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951

During  the  year  under  review,  21  applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair 
had  been  received  and  dealth  with.

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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  in  the 
district  was  low.  There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever 
but  these  were  exceptionally  mild  and  no  particular  focus  of  infection  was  discovered. 

The  two  cases  of  poliomyehtis,  both  in  infants,  made  a good  recovery. 

Protection  against  diphtheria  is  well  maintained  by  the  County  Council  scheme 
for  immunisation.  Protection  against  whooping  cough  has  been  offered  on  a large 
scale  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  effect  of  this  wiU  show  itself  in  the  reduced 
incidence  of  this  disease  in  a few  years’  time.

In  addition  test  baiting  of  the  Council’s  sewerage  system  was  carried  out  with 
negative  results. 

All  complaints  of  rodent  infestation  are  promptly  investigated  by  the  Council’s 
Operator,  who  devotes  a considerable  amount  of  time  in  continuing  the  routine  survey 
of  the  district.  It  was  found  that  infestations  at  dwelling  house  properties  were  mainly 
associated  with  the  keeping  of  poultry  or  animals. 

Great  importance  is  given  to  providing  a prompt  and  efficient  service  which, 
though  far  from  self-supporting  from  the  financial  aspect,  is  felt  to  be  fully  justified 
in  preventing  damage  to  properties  and  foodstuffs,  and  in  the  prevention  of  the  spread 
of  disease.
